iiKfi-AitATnix ot Jem.Nciri.E.s. 

The National Union Convention, now 
assembled iu the city t.f Philadelphia and 
comiiosed of deleeates from evert" State 
and Tcrritor3" iu the Union, admonished 
by the solemn lessons which for the last 
five 3"ear.s it has pleased the Supreme Ruler 
of the Universe to give the American Re- 
puUie; profoun.lly grateful for the r<-tnrn 
of peace; desirous, as a large majority of 
their eounirymeii, iu all sincerity to forget 
and fbrvivo the past; receiving the Consti- 
tution as it comes lo us from our ances- 
tors: repnrdiii" the Union in its restora- 
tion ns more sacred than ever, and looking 
with deep anxiety to the future ns of in- 
stant and continuing trial, hereby issues 
and proc-Iaiius the following deefarutiuns 
of principles and purposes, on which they 
have with perfect ununiini!3" agreed: 

1 We hail with gratitude to Almi"ht3" 
Ci( d the end of war and the return of 
peace to an altlicted and beloved land. 

2. The war jii.«t clo.scd has maintaiiie.l 
the onthority of the Constitution with all 
the powers which it confers, and all the 
restrictions which it imposes on the Gen- 
eral Government unabridged and unal- 
tered, and it has preserved the Union with 
the lawful right.s, dignity, and auihorit3" of 
the States perfect aud unimpaired. 

.T Representation in the Congress of 
the United States and in the electoral col- 
lege is a right recognized Iiy the Con.stitu- 
tion as abiding in every Slate, and as a 
dut3" impost'd on its people fundamental 
in its nature and essential to the exorcise 
of our rcqmbliean institution, and neither 
Congress nor the General Government ha.s 
any authority or power to deii3" this right 
to anv" or withhol.I its enjo3"ment under 
the Constitution from the people thereof. 

■ 4. We call upon tlie people of the Uni- 
ted Stales to elect to Congress members 
wlio will admit the fundamental principles 
cf representation and who will receive to 
their seats loi'nl representatives from ev- 
ery State iu allegiance to the Unite.l 
Stales, and who will .submit to the consti- 
tn(ioimiii3’ of each house to judge of the 
election returns and quuUlication.s of its 
own mt uiliers. 

5. The Constitution of the United .States 
and the laws thereof are the supreme law 
of the laud, anything in the constitution 
or laws of any .State to the contrary not- 
withstanding. All the power not confer- 
red l.y the Constitution ujion the General 
Government, nor prohibited by the States, 
are reserved to the States or the peojile 
thereof, and among the rights, to prescribe 
qualifications for tlie elective franehi.se, iu 
which right Congress cannot interfere. No 
State, or convention of States, ha.s the 
right lo withdraw from the Union, or to ex- 
clude. tlirough their action iu Congress or 
otherwise, any State or States from the 
Union. The Union of the States is iH-r- 
pctual. 

C. Thenniendraentstothe Constitution of 
the I'nited States may be made b3' the 
people thereof, as thc3" ma3' deem expe- 
dient, but oiil3" in the mode pointed out by 
its resolutions, and proposingsneh amcn.l- 
ments, whether by Congress, or by a Con- 
vention. and in ratifving the same, all the 
States of the I'nion have nn equal and in- 
disputable right lo a vote thereon. 

7. Slavery is almlished and forever pro- 
hibited, aud there is neither desire nor 
purpose on the part ofthe Southern States 
that it should ever lie re-e«tabli.shed upon 
the soil or within the jurisdiction of 
the United States, and the emancij>ated 
slaves, in all the States of the L nion, 
...hould receive in common with all their 
iiil.a’dtants equal protection in ever3" right 
of person and propert3r. 

S. M'hile we regard as utterly invalid, 
and never to Ije assumed or made of bind- 
ing force, any obligation incurred or un- 
dertaken in makiiig war against the 
United State, we hold the debt of the 
nation to be sacred and inviolable, and we 
proclaim our purpose in discharging this 
as in performing all other nation*.! obliga- 
tions to maintain unimpaired and im- 
peached the honor and the faith of the 
ilepublic.
